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Status of Claims 

Responsive to preliminary amendment made before national stage entry, claim 2 is 
cancelled. Claims 1 and 3 are under examination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent 2,799,080 issued to Duckworth (hereinafter "Duckworth"). 

Duckworth teaches a method of making bearings including mixing iron powder 
with lead powder containing sulfides and sintering (see col. 2). Duckworth further 
teaches that a lining comprising lead is applied to the bearing, as is well known in the 
art of bearing manufacture (see cols. 3-4). Duckworth still further teaches that small 
amounts of indium may be or may not be diffused into said lining to gain advantages 
(see cols. 3-4). Duckworth does not disclose the amount of indium as claimed. 
However, the amount of indium present in the lining is thus a results-effective variable, 
as disclosed by Duckworth, and it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at time of invention to have optimized the amount of indium in Duckworth's 
sintered body in order to obtain a desired property (see MPEP 2144.05). 
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Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Duckworth, in view of "Sintering Furnaces and Atmospheres", ASM Handbook, vol. 7, 
pp. 453-467(hereinafter "ASM Handbook"). 

Regarding claim 3, Duckworth discloses sintering an iron based body that 
contains indium, as cited above. Duckworth does not disclose that a gas atmosphere is 
used for sintering. 

ASM Handbook teaches that it is known in the art to use gas atmosphere during 
sintering (see page 457). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at time of invention to use a gas atmosphere for sintering, as taught by ASM Handbook, 
cited above, in the invention of Duckworth, in order to convey or remove heat efficiently 
and uniformly, as taught by ASM Handbook (see p. 457). 

Any such gas atmosphere used in sintering the iron-based sintered body of 
Duckworth would contain indium, at least as a part of the compact, meeting the 
limitation of claim 3. Applicant is further directed to MPEP 2111.
